One  of  the  finest  exhibits  to 
ccome  upon  the  Wisconsin  scene 
for  many  years  made  its  appear - 
rance  at  the  1968  spring  shovs. 

Affectionately  labeled  "The 
FProof  Sets"  by  admirers,  the 
cdisplay  is  the  imaginative 
product  of  Richard  and  Ron 
FKoffman  of  Appleton.  In  the 
eeight  shows  in  which  the  display  was  entered  into  competition,  it  won  best  of  show  two  times, 
ffive  first  place  awards,  and  two  special  trophysi 


Behind  the  display  lies  a story  of  point.  The  proof  sets  had  lay  dormant  for  a number  of 
years,  somewhat  incomplete,  and  the  owners  who  are  Appleton  pharmacists  simply  did  not  have 
time  to  build  an  exhibit,  much  less  haul  it  to  the  many  coin  shows  around  the  state. 


As  spring  of  1968  drew  near,  the  co-owners  commented  that  it  was  a pity  that  the  proof  sets 
should  lie  in  a cigar  box  unviewed  by  many  collectors  who  had  never  seen  the  complete  20th 
century  set.  In  the  flurry  of  activity  that  followed  (two  months)  the  brothers  contacted  a 
high  school  manual  arts  teacher  to  do  the  carpentry,  and  painstakingly  implemented  the 
framing  of  information,  gearing  of  the  tiny  motors  and  mounting  the  precious  "goodies"  into 
the  finely  finished  cabinet.  When  the  spring  shows  began,  a new  name  was  among  the 
displayers,  but  the  word  spread  fast  in  Wisconsin  numismatic  circles.  The  exhibitors  them- 
selves were  generally  nowhere  to  be  seen,  the  display  arrived  early,  was  set  up  by  the 
co-owners  who  then  returned  to  their  place  of  business  to  return  at  closing  time  to  retrieve 
the  display,  and  the  inevitable  trophy.  This  often  involved  a round  trip  of  well  over  100 
miles  and  on  several  occasions,  over  200  miles.  The  proud  first  time  exhibitors  couldn’t 
have  been  more  happy.  The  point  of  course,  is  that  we  are  all  busy.  We  all  have  material 
that  the  coin  collecting  fraternity  would  enjoy  seeing  in  exhibit  form.  We  all  agree  that 
exhibits  "make  the  show".  "The  Proof  Sets"  were  recognized  nationally  by  the  A.N.A.  in 
their  summer  club  bulletin  and  rightly  so,  congratulations  to  Richard  and  Ron  Hoffman  of 
Appleton  for  a very  worthwhile  contribution  to  the  Wisconsin  numismatic  scene.

silver  to  nickel.  Jarvis  said  the  Royal 
Canadian  mint  will  use  1969  seigniorage 
windfalls  to  subsidize  a 20  million  dollar 
vending  machine  change-over.  The  subsidy 
will  roughly  figure  out  to  about  $17  per 
machine,  for  adaptive  selectors  to  handle 
nickel  coins. 

Jarvis  reported  that  Coin  Acceptors  Canada, 
manufacturers  of  the  coin  selectors,  have  a 
stock  pile  of  over  75,000  replacement  units 
in  their  Toronto  plant,  and  could  produce 
another  47,000  per  month  if  necessary.
